In claim 37, line 26, [the imitation] has been replaced with the initiation 

2. The above insertion of ", said at least one bridge element being in electrical 
contact with at least one electrical component of said detonator" has been made to 
correct the omission of this component that was originally present in claim 34 
(Independent claim 37 supposedly incorporated all the limitations of claims 1 and 34 
and the at least one electrical component of claim 34 appears to have been lost in the 
claim amendment of 6/29/201 0). Without this insertion, the "said at least one electrical 
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component "of line 18 lacks a proper antecedent basis in claim 37 of the 6/29/2010 
amendment. 

3. The election of species requirement included in the office action mailed on 
4/1/2010 has been withdrawn at allowance.
